This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts. Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 
there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad. 


There is, however, a real need to observe certain conventions, lest 
this otherwise benign activity turn into a real disturbance to the 
real purpose of the list: discussions of radio equipment using 
vaccuum tubes, including the life and times of the designers and 
users of such gear. 


Please observe these guidelines: 


There is never a reason for an auction post or update on the 
Boatanchors List... comments about gear at auction elsewhere are noise, 
and those who would care already visit the auction sites, 

and those who do not frequent the auctions do not want to hear 

about it... simple policy -- keep this off the list! 


1) LIMIT the frequency of for sale postings... once a month is a 
good starting point 


2) DO NOT post endless "xxx is sold" to the entire list... you offered 
it for sale, and it is not considerate of list resources (which 
include the time and energy of the other list members) to burden 
the list with these senseless notices. Use direct email to those 
who responded, or, if you don't want to answer them personally, 
just don't use the list to advertise them for sale!

Keep them short, infrequent, and ONLY include items 
specifically appropriate to the list -- NO solid state gear is 
obvious, but try to avoid pushing the envelope in any area.

Ahoy! My friend Jim, AG4MA, and I are putting our Drake 2-NT (novice 
transmitter?) rigs on the air with companion 2-B and 2-C receivers. 
Mine works like a champ on crystal control, but does not produce much 
output when using a VFO. Tive tried the Knight V-44 and a cut-down 
ARC-5 using a 6AG7. Jim is about to try it with a Heath HG-10. If any 
of you kind readers have used a VFO successfully with a 2-NT, please 
advise me how you did it. 


I verified my VFOs are working well. Plenty of output. Second, the 
transmitter works well on all bands with crystal control. Again, plenty 
of output. The VFO RF output plugs into the crystal socket. One lead 


is grounded, so I make sure the center conductor pin goes to the 
ungrounded lead. 


Examining the schematic, I see the 6EA8 pentode section is wired as a 
(Pierce?) crystal oscillator with an RF choke across the cathode 
resistor and two capacitors in parallel with the crystal. I understand 
how the crystal oscilllator works. Without the crystal, however, I can 
see the capacitors serve as a bypass for the VFOis RF energy and the 
choke keeps the cathode above RF ground. To make this stage into a less 
inefficient buffer, it would appear I should disconnect the choke and 
Capacitors. Looking at schematics for other novice type transmitters in 
my collection, I noticed that the Heath DX-40, Globe Scout 680A, Eico 
720 and Johnson Viking Challenger all have ways to short or circumvent 
the choke in the cathode of the crystal oscillator when using a VFO. 

The Drake 2-NT, however, has no such scheme. 


Aside from a VFO key jack connected to the T-R relay, thereis no 
evidence that Drake ever intended this rig to operate with a VFO. Other 
than that, itis a CW manis dream. I really like it and with my "new 
2-B receiver (acquired at a hamfest last weekend), it should be great 
fun to use. Please advise.

If tube used as buffer instead of xtal osc., you bypass RFC-isolated 
cathode to ground with 1000pf (.001 mfd) 


Have changed pre-war 6V6 tri-tet osc. to that design & got stuck in your 
very problem last weekend driving ckt. with a Lysco mobile VFO. 


I could have tried 'way more than the 3 VFOs you & you pal did without 
success unless I'd discovered accidentally bumping 'vfo-xtal' switch.

I have had similar problems! Also did a "chopped" ARC-5 transmitter 
"VFO" using single 6AG7 with a switchable output tank coil to deliver 80 
meter output on 80 and 40 meter output on 40-10. It was a BC-696 
junker. Also tried a Hallicrafters HT-18 VFO. I think the choke 


in the cathode circuit (L19) should be shorted when the VFO is used. 

I haven't found an easy way to do this without defacing the transmitter! 
Whould be easy to do with a mini toggle switch on front panel. I had 
thought about removing the HC-6/U crystal socket and using one of the holes 
for mounting the VFO/Xtal switch. That way the transmitter could be easily 
returned to it's original state if you decided to resell it! 


Aside from a VFO key jack connected to the T-R relay, there's no 
evidence that Drake ever intended this rig to operate with a VFO. Other 
than that, it's a CW man's dream. I really like it and with my "new 
2-B receiver (acquired at a hamfest last weekend), it should be great 
fun to use. Please advise.
